Tributes for man who died after being found on fire in street

A man has died in hospital days 
after being found on fire in the 
street in New Malden. 

Tributes have been paid to Colin 
Edwards, 51, after he succumbed 
to his injuries on Monday while 
being treated at a specialist burns 
unit in Essex. 

Mr Edwards, who had been 
homeless, was found with 50 per 
cent burns in the early hours of 
Friday morning outside Clear 
House, an empty office building in 
Kingston Road. 


Initially his injuries were 
thought to be serious but not 
life-threatening but his condition 
worsened and he died in Brooms- 
field Hospital in Chelmsford on 
Monday. 

The Metropolitan Police said the 
death was being treated as a 
non-suspicious. 

Former football teammate Kevin 
Pidduck, 37, from Kingston, said: 
“He was a nice man, always very 
happy and cheerful. 

“I know people said he was 
homeless and on drugs but he al¬ 
ways remembered everyone he 
saw. I never delved into his life. 

“He was a very well-liked man. 
He even played for my football 
team a few years ago. He was good 
in goal.” 

John Ridley, who went to school 


with Mr Edwards, said the pair 
had enjoyed watching Chelsea 
football matches together. 

He added: “Colin was so good 
hearted, so generous - even 
though he did not have much 
himself.” 

Facebook users also took to the 
social networking site to express 
their condolences. 

Debbie Davenport said: “He was 
a proper mate tho [sic], and always 
had a smile, even when he was 
down on his luck. God bless you 
Colin.” 

Maria Honess Day said: “Even 
though I haven’t been in Kingston 
for a while now, I remember Colin 
on the Cambridge estate most days 
when I lived there, never saw him 
fall out with anyone, he always got 
on with everyone.” 


Rick Longhurst said: “My wife 
knew Colin and she told me that he 
was always so polite to everyone 
when he went into Greggs.” 

Another friend, who did not 
want to be named, said: “He had a 
very good sense of humour. 

“He was very polite and well- 
mannered. If he could have helped 
you, he would have.” 

She added they met regularly 
last year on a Wednesday at St 
Peter’s Church in Norbiton where 
meals are served. 

Kingston Road was closed be¬ 
tween the High Street and Spring- 
field Place following the fire at 
Clear House, to which emergency 
services were called at about 
4.30am on March 6. 

Another man was treated for 
smoke inhalation.

The leader of Kingston Coun¬ 
cil has been branded “Putin- 
esque” after warning a 
campaign group opposed to a 
planned 21-storey building in 
Kingston town centre not to 
“upset the people in power”. 

Conservative Councillor 
Kevin Davis faced a Twitter 
backlash this week after sug¬ 
gesting the Kingston Resi¬ 
dents’ Alliance was a Liberal 
Democrat “Trojan horse”, fol¬ 
lowing a demonstration by 
the group on Saturday against 
plans to build a high rise 
block of flats at the old Post 
Office site in Ashdown Road. 

The protest was attended by 
Kingston and Surbiton’s Lib 
Dem MP Edward Davey, as 
well as children’s author 
Dame Jacqueline Wilson. 

But in a series of tweets to 
the alliance’s Twitter account 
@KingstonSkyline Coun 
Davis said the campaign was 
“politically motivated”.

He then said: “I am listening 
and happy to talk any time, 
but [the] lesson of campaign¬ 
ing number one is don’t upset 
the people in power.” 

Angry campaigners re¬ 
sponded to the post, with 
Coun Davis labelled a 
“trumped up toytown dicta¬ 
tor” by anonymous Lib Dem 
campaigner @Shamrock 
Soup. 

Richard Bailey said: “The 
great dictator @kevinjdavis 
demands total obedience from 


the Caliphate of Kingston.” 

And Jeremy Barnes said: 
“Don’t upset people in power? 
Did you really think before 
you said that? Almost Putin- 
esque!” 

A defiant Coun Davis later 
tweeted: “If Kingston Resi¬ 
dents’ Alliance is Trojan 
horse for Lib Dem general 
election campaign then we at 
least now know where we 
stand.” 

Kingston Residents’ Al¬ 
liance describes itself on its 


website as having “no politi¬ 
cal alliance nor special inter¬ 
est in Kingston other than to 
support our council in mak¬ 
ing the best possible decisions 
for our town’s future”. 

Affiliate groups include 
Riverside Residents’ Associa¬ 
tion, Mill Street Residents’ 
Association and the Friends 
of Kingston Museum. 

Mill Street Residents’ Asso¬ 
ciation chairwoman Tessa 
Kind, who stood for the 
Labour Party in May’s local 
election, said: “The whole rea¬ 
son we set up the alliance was 
because we did not want to 
join a political campaign and 
alienate people. Everyone was 
invited on Facebook we were 
not going to turn anyone 
away. 

“There were people there 
from different parties 
who all supported the 
same cause. 

“But to say don’t 
upset the people in 
power is a really idi¬ 
otic thing.” 

Speaking to the 
Kingston Guardian 


Coun Davis said: “They say 
they are non-political. I kept 
away on purpose because it 
was non-political. For me they 
are a front for Ed Davey - 
don’t upset people and don’t 
lie to them.” 

But he added upsetting him 
did not affect his decisions 
and that his tweet should be 
read “within context”.

It was the second time in a week 
that Kingston Road in New Malden 
was closed due to a major incident, 
following the fatal fire on 
Friday that killed Colin Edwards, 
51.

Mr Boots used to work as a 
technician at Teddington 
Tyres, in Kingston Road, 
Teddington, but was 
working for a cleaning com¬ 
pany at the time of his 
death.

Health bosses refuse to discuss details of clinic plans 

Patients in dark over 
health centre future

Health bosses are refusing to dis¬ 
cuss their reviews of GP care and 
walk-in services at a controver¬ 
sial health centre, and what they 
mean for patients. 

The Gosbury Hill clinic in Hook 
opened in a storm of controversy 
in 2010, following arguments 
about whether walk-in services 
should even be there. 

Patients and others have 
long said they should be housed 
elsewhere. 

That location, it is understood, 
could now be the new Surbiton 
Health Centre - but health com¬ 
missioners claimed they could 
not discuss details of the plans 
because of the upcoming general 
election. 

Last week NHS England also 
revealed it would make decisions 
this year about the future of GP 
surgery contracts at Gosbury 
Hill. 

A spokeswoman said: “A deci¬ 
sion regarding the future provi¬ 
sion of GP services at the 


Gosbury Hill GP-led health cen¬ 
tre will be made later this year. 

“We will consult on any propos¬ 
als before a final decision is 
made.” 

The spokeswoman refused to 
add more detail, but suggested 
in a further email that “there 
are various options open for 
discussion”. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP Ed¬ 
ward Davey said he backed mov¬ 
ing the walk-in clinic to Surbiton, 
but would not support moving 
GP services there. 

He said: “That would be quite 
wrong. These patients have to 
have a doctor - that doctor has to 
be in that area.” 

Chessington North and Hook 
Councillor Margaret Thompson 
said: “I don’t believe there could 
be complete closure of all three 
surgeries. 

“[The Orchard practice] has got 
a significant number of patients 
on its books.” 

A Kingston Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group (CCG) 
spokeswoman said: “Kingston 
CCG has responsibility for the 
enhanced ‘walk-in’ service, how¬ 
ever no decisions have been 


made. The CCG will consult on 
any proposals to change the cur¬ 
rent service provision.” 

The spokeswoman refused to 
provide any further information, 
citing election-period purdah. 

“Purdah”, which officially be¬ 
gins on March 30, means councils 
and civil servants should not 
publish partisan or politically- 
led information. 

However, documents seen by 
the Kingston Guardian show that 
NHS England, the CCG and the 
walk-in service provider all 
agreed the clinic should be 
moved, possibly as early as 
September. 

Francis Brannan, from the 
Chessington and District Resi¬ 
dents’ Association, said the plan 
was “very much” an admission of 
failure by health commissioners 
over the clinic’s location. 

Colin Dance, of the Orchard 
Practice patients’ group, said: 
“It was never a walk-in centre - 
people had to make an appoint¬ 
ment. 

“It should have been placed in 
Kingston or somewhere in the 
middle of the borough from the 
outset.”

Itiition fees pledge row 



The first substantial policy 
exchanges have been fired 
in Kingston and Surbiton’s 
election battle - on one 
of the most controversial and 
divisive topics of the last 
Parliament. 

Incumbent Liberal Demo¬ 
crat MP Edward Davey brand¬ 
ed as “stupid” a pledge by 
Labour leader Ed Miliband to 
cut university tuition fees to 
£6,000 a year. 

The coalition Government 
raised the cap on fees to £9,000 
per year in 2011, even after 
Lib Dems had promised not to 
vote to do so. 

Mr Miliband said: “What 
has happened over the past 
five years is more than just a 
betrayal of a promise. 

“It is a betrayal of an entire 
generation: a betrayal from 
their first steps to the time 
they stride into the world of 
work.” 

His plan would cost £2.7bn 
from September 2016. Mainte¬ 
nance grants will also be 
increased. 

But Mr Davey told BBC 
Radio 5: “If you have got £2bn, 
would you spend it on the 
richer graduates or would 
you spend it on other things 
that will actually help the 
people who are in trouble in 
society or help get that deficit 
down? 

“We will make the argu¬ 
ment at the election and 
in those coalition nego¬ 
tiations that it would be 
a total waste of 
money.” 

His Labour chal¬ 
lenger Lee Godfrey 
said: “Young people 
have been badly 


hit by this Government. Pri¬ 
vate rents have skyrocketed 
and owning your own house 
seems an increasingly impos¬ 
sible dream for many. 

“Labour will pay for the 
tuition fee decrease by re¬ 
stricting pension tax relief for 
those on the very highest 
incomes.” 

Conservative candidate 
James Berry said: “Increas¬ 
ing tuition fees was part of 
the cuts to public spending 
that were necessary to get our 
economy working again. 

“The result is that we now 
have one of the fastest grow¬ 
ing economies in the world 
and students can leave uni¬ 
versity with a much better 
chance of getting a job.” 

Green candidate Clare 
Keogh said: “The only ‘stupid’ 
thing about Labour’s an¬ 
nouncement on tuition fees is 
the fact they are 
not planning 
to remove 
them all 
together, 
like the 
Green 
Party is.”

Stun gun ‘effective tool’ 


Kingston police officers have 
fired Tasers eight times in the 
past two-and-a-half years, the 
force has revealed. 

The electrical weapon deliv¬ 
ers a shock of 50,000 volts to its 
target and is designed to 
incapacitate. 

Ten deaths in England and 
Wales have been linked to the 
stun guns over the past 
decade. 

The force said the weapons 
had been deployed 122 times 
since July 2012. 

It said on Twitter: “Taser 
has only been activated eight 
times at Kingston and has 
proven to be an effective tool. 

“Normally we deploy four 
officers per shift with a 
Taser X26. They are on our 


emergency response teams.” 

Former Home Secretary 
David Blunkett, who oversaw 
the introduction of Tasers, 
this week called for their use 
to be reviewed after Freedom 
of Information releases 
showed they were used on 
more than 400 children in 
2013. The youngest was 14. An 
11-year-old also had a stun 
gun aimed at him. 

Commander Neil Basu, from 
the Association of Chief Con¬ 
stables, told the BBC: “If that 
14-year-old is committing a vi¬ 
olent act towards a member of 
the public or to an officer, or if 
they are self-harming, then 
our job is to make sure that 
stops in the safest way 
possible.” 


Jail sentence for crack 
addict’s £5k phone theft

A crack cocaine addict who 
stole more than £5,000 of 
iPhones from Apple’s Ben- 
tall Centre store using a ra- 
zorblade has been sentenced 
to eight months in prison. 

William Hickey, 31, of 
Burnham Road, Dartford, 
was also ordered to pay £100 
in compensation upon his 
release. 

Hickey, who was on licence 
at the time of the offences 
for other drug-related 
crimes, also stole numerous 
iPhones from Apple’s Wat¬ 
ford and Dartford shops 
by slicing the security 
tags on the boxes with a 
razorblade. 

The iPhone 6 handsets 
were taken from the Bentall 
Centre shop on five visits he 
made between November 


and December last year. 

None of the stolen phones 
have ever been found, but 
police managed to trace 
Hickey through DNA left on 
the blade he used to commit 
the crimes. 

Wimbledon Magistrates’ 
Court heard on Tuesday 
how Hickey had struggled 
with addiction for more than 
a decade after the death of 
his father. 

Hickey’s solicitor Ms 
Olleson said: “In 2003 his fa¬ 
ther was diagnosed with 
motor-neurone disease and 
watching his father’s slow, 
drawn-out death caused him 
to turn to drugs. 

“This was obviously a 
planned crime but not a 
sophisticated one. 

“He is now extremely anx¬ 
ious to start receiving help 
for his addiction, which he 
was not last year. 

“He has been drug-free 
since being remanded in

custody on January 22 and 
motivated to deal with his 
problem.” 

Hickey’s two four-month 
sentences will be served 
consecutively, totalling eight 
months, but he was told he 
would serve just four 


months in prison. 

Magistrate Mrs Hopkins 
said: “To your credit, you 
pleaded guilty to all charges 
brought against you. 

“However, we find this is 
such a serious offence, 
because of the cost of the 
stolen goods and your 
previous offences, that only 
a custodial sentence is 
appropriate. 

“You will be given access to 
rehabilitation programmes 
in prison and reminded of 
the support you can receive 
after your release.” 

Inspector Neil Allen, from 
Kingston police, said: “This 
was a high value theft, pre¬ 
meditated and targeted. 

“My officers have worked 
hard to identify this 
offender and bring him to 
justice. 

“This case highlights our 
ongoing commitment to 
make Kingston the safest 
borough in London.”

Jailed drug gang 
faces rising bills

Crime lords jailed after 
smuggling at least £56m of 
skunk cannabis into the UK 
are racking up huge interest 
bills and even longer prison 
sentences while behind bars. 

Each of the men, whose ap¬ 
parently squeaky-clean repu¬ 
tations were shattered when 
they were jailed in 2010, were 
told to pay back the money 
they had made or else face 
extra time in prison. 

“Kingpin” Anthony Mills 
directed what Operation Kar- 
nak prosecutors described as 
a “Tesco-sized” enterprise 
out of Kingston, Surbiton, 


Epsom and Sutton homes 
and garages. 

Five years later Mills and 
the rest of the gang are pay¬ 
ing back the money too slow¬ 
ly for the courts’ liking - 
earning extra prison 
sentences and seeing their 
debts increase by £430,000. 

Kingston man Terry 
Bowler still owes nearly £lm. 

He has only paid back 
£500,000 and has been handed 
an extra four years in prison 
on top of his original 16-year 
sentence, with no possibility 
of parole. 

Mark Kinnimont, from Sur¬ 
biton, still owes £lm after 
paying back £375,000. He is 
due before the courts on 
March 24. 

Peter Moran, a second 


cousin of Mitcham and Mor- 
den MP Siobhain McDonagh 
from Fulham, still owes 
£1.5m after paying back just 
£75,000. 

The amount he owes has in¬ 
creased by £159,000 since he 
has been in prison. 

His 14 years behind bars 
was increased by another six- 
and-a-half years last June. 

Top player Anthony 
Mills, originally from 
Beckenham, was jailed for 17- 
and-a-half years in 2011, after 
the rest of the gang, when 
police found him hiding in 
Amsterdam. 

He has earned another six- 
and-a-half-years in prison 
after only paying back 
£585,000 of his total estimated 
£1.7m bill.

All parties should 
cut leaflet numbers 


As we start to get bombarded 
with leaflets in the run-up to 
May’s general election, I repeat 
my plea to the bankrolled parties 
to go easy on wasting paper and 
to please respect the Electoral 
Commission guidelines on 
expenditure. 

Last time, it was the Conserva¬ 
tives, but evidence from the re¬ 
cent byelection in St James’ ward 
shows that their partners in 
crime, the Liberal Democrats, 
are up to the same tricks. 

Their recent expenditure 
return claims that they only 
spent £1,109 on “unsolicited 


material to electors”. 

However, residents received at 
least 10 separate leaflets from the 
Lib Dems, which means they 
have an incredibly cheap printer 
given the 2,500 or so homes in the 
ward. 

In addition, as the Tories 
claimed to have done in the past, 
the Lib Dems claim to have “dis¬ 
carded” a significant number of 
leaflets in order to help keep 
their expenditure within the al¬ 
lowed limits. 

I repeat my challenge to all par¬ 
ties to plan better for the number 
of leaflets they use and also to 


provide evidence where claims 
are made regarding discarding, 
so that there can be no accusa¬ 
tions of cheating. 

I have alerted the Electoral 
Commission to my concerns and 
hope that they show more teeth 
than in their investigation of MP 
Zac Goldsmith’s expenditure 
during the 2010 general election, 
when they found that he “may” 
have exceeded the expenditure 
limit of £11,000 in producing an 
estimated 272,000 leaflets and 
posters.

A disappointed England head back to Twickenham 
this weekend for the Calcutta Cup match against 
Scotland, themselves bitterly disappointed 
after losing to Italy at Murrayfield in the closing 
moments of week three. 

There will be added bite in an ever-hard fought fixture with 
Scotland desperate to avoid the wooden spoon and England 
looking to win their remaining two games, hoping Ireland 
come a cropper somewhere on the run-in. 

Ireland have won 10 games in a row, and will look to push 
on for back-to-back Six Nations titles. 

Standing in their way this weekend is Wales, at the 
Millennium stadium, followed by Scotland’s visit to Dublin on 
the closing weekend, so there could still be a twist in the tale. 

England coach Stuart Lancaster said: “We were 
disappointed in ourselves. We knew that if we could have 
got a win in Ireland we would have two home games and an 
opportunity to win something. We’ve no achieved that so that 
was the real frustration. 

“We didn’t dominate the space behind the ball as well as 
Ireland did. Collectively we underperformed ahead of the 
breakdown and I don’t think to single out one player is fair.” 

Back in Twickenham, England will be looking to overcome 
their old rivals and impress ahead of the World Cup this 
autumn. 

Lancaster, himself a former Scotland international, has

threatened changes for this fixture, as he explores numerous 
options before the end of the tournament, with fit-again Mike 
Brown, Courtney Lawes and Tom Wood possibly getting a 
look-in. 

Flanker Tom Croft and centre Brad Barritt are out of the 
tournament after picking up injuries on club duty, with 
exciting young prospect Henry Slade, 21, called into the 
squad. 

Lancaster said: “There’s plenty to play for in terms of 
understanding which players can and can’t deliver under 
pressure leading into the World Cup. 

“Once we get to that World Cup camp we’ll have a lot more 
players available... they’ll come back into the equation and 
World Cup will take its own course.”

Ruthlessness is 
always seen as going 
hand in hand with success, 
but you can be ruthless and 
still be liked. Some people 
love to be liked. I mean I 
would rather be liked than 
hated, but as long as my 
partner and the people I re¬ 
spect like me then I don’t see 
a problem.

RB: Who is the most success¬ 
ful person you feel that you 
have worked with? 

AC: I think Tony [Blair] or

Tony definitely 
had all of the 
strategy and the 
understanding 
of teamwork in 
making you a 
good leader. In 
terms of the 
book the most 
successful person I met was 
Floyd Mayweather - 47 fights 
and 47 wins. He was the only 
person I spoke to who has 
not had any defeats. Of all 
the people I met he was the 
only one who never thought 
about losing. One of the 
things that stuck with me the 
most was Richard Branson 
saying that he had never 
gone into a business venture 
thinking he will make money 
from it. You don’t become a 
winner in anything by just 
trying to make money.

RB: How do you think the 
general election in May is 
going to go? 

AC: I think Labour can win 
it.

According to a recent estate agen¬ 
cy survey, revised changes to the 
UK Stamp Duty Land Tax, as out¬ 
lined by the government in De¬ 
cember, has had a positive impact 
on the housing market. 

In December 2014, the govern¬ 
ment announced it had cut Stamp 
Duty Land Tax for the majority of 
homebuyers with the aim of mak¬ 
ing payments fairer. 

The government estimates 
the tax reductions will help 98 
per cent of those who are liable 
to pay for the duty. 

In a national survey conducted 
amongst its members, Relocation 
Agent Network found that 66 per 
cent of respondents said that the 


tax cuts have had a positive im¬ 
pact on the market.

The mobile phone you use could 
be the deciding factor in which car 
you choose to own. This is the po¬ 
tential future for younger drivers, 
who are often more influenced by 
technology than car design, 
according to industry experts. 

Many car makers are already 
working with Apple and Google to 
integrate their mobile technology 
into cars. This means cars in the 
near future will have smartphones 
and tablets as part of their 
standard equipment and will be 


set up to access the internet, 
music, sat-nav and apps. 

Rupert Pontin, of Glass's Guide 
that predicts the future values of 
cars, said: "Smartphone and tablet 
technology is something that is 
integral to the lives of younger 
car buyers in a way that is more 
rarely the case for older people. 

"Car manufacturers know this 
and most are now working on a 
new wave of connectivity systems 
that will see your smartphone 
functions become a part of the 



dashboard display and functionali¬ 
ty, offering not just calls but 
flexible, updatable app-based 
features such as mapping and 
Siri-style voice integration. 

"Several have chosen a partner 
for working in this arena and, 
predictably, have chosen to go 
with either Apple's CarPlay or 
Google's Android Auto. 

"However, these two are unlikely 
to be cross compatible and here 
is where the problem lies." 


WHAT'S NEW? The C4 has a lot 
going for it, but upgrades were 
needed for it to stay with the pack. 
Tweaks to the headlights and 
styling details are more or less the 
extent of the exterior changes, but 
quality is on an upward trend with 
new technology and media inter¬ 
face options. Citroen is quickly 
rejuvenating an identity: comfort. 

LOOKS AND IMAGE: The C4 has 

what you'd call an aggressively 
French front end. Steeply angled 
headlight clusters give off an 


angry vibe, but the rest of the 
shape is pretty warm and fuzzy. It's 
a good-looking car but you'd have 
a tough time arguing that it 
matches class leaders for image. 

On the other hand, Citroen is 
doing everything it can to make its 
brand identity synonymous with 
comfort. Soon enough the French 
firm hopes that anyone looking for 
a comfortable everyday car will 
make Citroen their first stop. 

SPACE AND PRACTICALITY: You 

can't argue with the numbers: the 


C4 has comfortably the biggest 
boot among its direct rivals at 408 
litres. That's 7% or 28 litres bigger 
than a Volkswagen Golf's. The 
Skoda Octavia's is bigger again, 
but that's a much longer car. 

In the front door pockets you'll 
find space for those chunky 1.5- 
litre drinks bottles you find at 
motorway service stations and 
takeaways. The glove box can fit 
many gloves in it, too, and the 
only real oversight is that when 
you pull the floor-mounted 
luggage net in the boot upwards, 


it can bring the whole floor with it. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL: The petrol 
and diesel models are surprisingly 
different to drive. The lighter 
petrol engine links to an over¬ 
light, elastic-feeling steering set¬ 
up that doesn't inspire confidence, 
but the diesel's calibration is more 
linear, more predictable and gives 
you the impression of more feel. 

In total opposition to Peugeot's 
approach with the 308, the C4's 
steering is snail-slow. It takes more 
turning action to get this car 


turned in - an impression exagger¬ 
ated by the huge steering wheel. 

The new automated manual 
gearbox is a vast improvement 
over previous units. You'd seriously 
consider buying one, now. 

VALUE FOR MONEY: Seeing the 
range top out at a whisker over 
£20,000 is a surprise. Rivals cost 
significantly more and you'd argue 
that there's not much about the 
C4, in high-end Flair trim at least, 
that feels particularly cheap. You 
get a lot of space for your pound.

Ks delay 
FA probe 

The Football Association has 
blamed Kingstonian for the 
delay to their investigation 
into keeper Rob Tolfrey’s 
meltdown against Bognor 
Regis Town last month, 
writes Stuart Amos.
